THE GREAT STRIKE 


No Change in the Situation 
on the St. Paul Road. 


Strikers Must Resume Work To- 
Morrow or Be Discharged. 


A Number of Ugly Rows—The Michigan 
Central Determined to Handle <Q” 
Freight Cars—A Master Mechanic Sub- 
jected to Rough Treatment—The Bur- 
lington Soycott Goes Inte Effect at Rau- 
sas City—President Dépew’s Views— 
Pennsylvania Coal and Iron Police Going 
to Chicago. 


CHIcaGo, III., April 2.—A west- bound Chi. 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul train was derailed 
between Western and Oakley ayenues shortly 
before midnight. The wreck is believed to 
have been caused by strikers. The track 
watchman says he saw amap run away from 
the switch just as the train was 3 — 
The train was running slowly, and only 
the engine left the rals. The watch- 
man had signaled the engineer to stop, 
fearing that there was something 
wrong with the switch. Tb engineer suc- 
ceeded in throwing his engine over befere it 
left the rails. Fortunately Bo one was in 
jured. Aboutthe tracks it was reported a 
number of strikers had made threats to stone 
the engineer if he dared to take a train out. 
A reinforcement of police from the West Mad- 
ison street station was sent to the scene of 
the wreck. The police also report finding a 
broken rail at Kinzie and Robie streets. 

It is announced that unless the St. Paul 
strikers return to work this forenoon the 
proposition made Saturday night by the 
officials will be withdrawn. The men can 
then only return to work upon the condition 
of handling all freight offered without dis- 
crimination. The strikers will hold another 
meeting this forenoon to consider the situa- 


tion, having been unable to reach an agree- 
ment yesterday. 
ASSAULTED BY 8TRIKERS. 

Last evening a special policeman patrolling 
bis beat atthe Wood street crossing of the 
Burlington tracks was assaulted by three men, 
who, he says, were strikers. His club and re- 
volver were taken from him and he was se- 
verely beaten. He was taken to his home in a 
serious condition. A Be@bemian laborer, 
while crossing the Burlington tracks 
at Union street, was ass 
a coupling-pin by ¢ ma said 
an Alton employe. The man drop 
ground, when his assailant was 
ahal{f-dozen others, who jumped upon the 

rostrate victim, injuring him very severely. 
le was taken to the hospital, where he lies in 
a serious condition. 

THE ‘*‘IMPORTED’’ MEN. 

With regard to the statement made to the 
Mayor Saturday thatthe Burlington road re- 
fused to return new employes to the East 
after discharging them, the officials claim 
thatthe new men were brought here on the 
express condition that they would not re- 
ceive laces unless they proved compe- 
tent. ne of the men who made complaint 
worked for the Burlington three weeks in 
Nebraska, earning $75. He was then dis- 
charged for incompetency. The company 
passed him east to Chicago, but refused to buy 
a ticket for further transportation eastward, 
as he was not without means. Several similar 
instances have arisen, but in most cases the 
company has compromised in preference to 
having complaints or trouble. Several cases 
are known where a discharged employe has 
made a sale to the Brotherhood by keeping the 
fact of his discharge quiet, one receiving as 
high as $175 from the engineers. 

Charles Green arrived in Chicago yesterday 
with twenty-four new switchmen for the Bur- 
lington and told a graphie 8 of the perils 
he encountered on the way. r. Green left 
Dayton, Os, about 7 o’clock Saturday night 
with a contingent of more than forty switcnh- 
men. The switchmen had to change cars at 
Lima, while 80 doing were 
set bodily by the emis- 
saries the strikers. According 
to Mr. Green, several of the men were 
detained by physical force, and others 
only escaped after a rough handling. The 
conductor pulled out four minutes ahead of 
time through fear of further violence, and 
Mr. Green found that he bad only twenty- 
four men left. The contingent showed up at 
Chicago in pretty bad shape, some of the 
men having their eyes blacked and Mr. 
Green’s knuckles showing the effects of bard 
usage. The men were sent on to Nebraska 
yesterday noon.

DECIDED TO STRIKE. 

The Belt Line engineers, firemen and switch- 
men held asecret meeting yesterday to take 
action upon the question, and it is reported 
that the men decided to strike ifthe com any 
forces such cars upon them. A strike of the 
Belt Line would be a great inconvenience, 
but in most cases there are ways in which 
transfers can be made over other tracks. 

THE SITUATION UNCHANGED. 

Thus far to-day there is no important 
change in the strike situation. Nothing has 
2 resulted from the meetings ot the St. 

aul and the Fort Wayne strikers, which were 
to have been held this morning, neither 
have the Belt Line or Panhandle men taken 
any action in regard to handling ‘‘Q’’ cars. 
The Burlington continues its gressive pol- 
loy, and about 9 o’clock notified the police 
that it was going to deliver a train 
of. freight to Michigan Central 
Railroad. A e of officers 
was sent to the Michigan Central 

ards, and soon afterthe Bur ton train 

8 with Pinkerton detectives and vari- 
ous railway officials puffed in. Beyond the 
usual curses and cries of ‘‘scabs’’ that invari- 
ably greets a d' train nowadays, there was 
no hostile demonstrutions. The cars were 
delivered to the Michigan Central, and the 
„engine, Pinkertons and officials quickly 
disappeared from the scene. As soon as they 
had gene, the Michigan Central switchmen 
notified the yardmaster thatthey would not 
touch the ‘‘Q’’ cars. A strike on this road, 
will, therefore, be precipitated whenever the 
order is given to move the cars nowin the 
yards. It is thougnt that this order is sure to 
dome during the morning. The Burlington 
also announced that they had 400 cars at Engle - 
wood which they matended to offer the Lake 
Shore Company during the day. Several 
switchmen on this line declared to a reporter 
that they would not handle them. 

THY MICHIGAN CENTRAL. 

We shall most certainly handle all freight 
delivered to us,’’ said Mr. McKay, General 
Freight Agent ot the Michigan Central, when 
asked what they intended to do with the ‘‘Q’’ 
cars. Our General Su ntendent arrived 
here from Detroit to-day. st what his plans 
areI donot know, but you can rest assured 
that we will handle those cars if I have to go 
down and help myselt. We propose to run 
this road, and if our present employes refuse 
to carry out any of our orders we will dis- 
charge them and fill their places. So far 1

MORE BAD WORK. 

About noon a committee of employes from 
the Michigan Central yards visited the general 
offices of the company and are now having 
conferences with the General Superintendent 
on the subject of handling the ‘‘Q’’ cars 
which were delivered to the ichigan 
Central this morning. There was a little 
row in the Northwestern yards _ this 
morning on account of the appearance ofa 
Fort Wayne engine there manned by Master 
Mechanic Ormsby as engineer, and a ‘‘wiper’’ 
from the Fort Wayue shops as fireman. They 
hauled a Pullman car over the Northwestern, 
but upon their arrival a lot of Northwestern 
swite 1 onthe engine and threw 
Ormsby and his helper off, and after subject- 
ing them to considerable ill-treatment drove 
them outof the yards. The engine was then 
blown off’’ and the fire dumped. It now 
stands dead in the Northwestern yards. 

WILL HANDLE BURLINGTON CARS. 

General Superintendent Brown, of the 
Michigan Central, who arrived from Detroit 
this morning to bandle personally any 
trouble between the company and 
its employes, was seen a 
moments before the Committee 
yard employes waited upon him. He 
emphatically confirmed the statement of the 
General ae * that the Burlington 
freight would be handled. ‘‘No,’’ said he, 
„there will not be any offer from the com- 

any to put on special crews to take care of 

urlington business, such as the 
St. Paul managers are said to have 
submitted. We * nave — — 
employes only, an will certainly do just 
what is required of them in the fine of their 
regular duty, or we shall have other men in 
their places. 

General Manager Newell of the Lake Sbore 
intimated that his company was prepared for 
any emergency, but at the same time were 
not expecting one. There are no 
union switchmenin our employ, he said, 
„and our engineers and firemen have given 
me reason to believethem men of sense and 
discretion. ’’ 

A large train of Burlington freight had been 
handled without even a protest by the Lake 
Shore employes Saturday, Mr. Newell ex- 
plained, and there was no reason why it 
should not be done again to-day if any was 
offered by the Burlington. 

WORK OR QUIT. 

Unless the St. Paul switchmen are at their 
post to-morrow morning ready for work they 
can never obtain employment again. This 
was the ultimatum of the officials 
this morning. They say that the 
switchmen will have to noti them 
to-day of their willingness to*handle Burling- 
ton en or their places will be perma- 
nently filled. Two hundred of the strikers met 
in Carr’s Hall, at the corner of Wood and 
Lake streets, discuss the ques- 
tion. The meeting was a turbulent 
one, and at first some O the 
strikers were disposed to weaken. Their 
courage was revived, however, by the strong 
stand taken by the leaders, and the meeting 
adjourned without taking any decisive action, 
except a resolution to stand to the position 
already taken in regard to ‘‘Q’’ cars. 
Fourteen switch-engines were working in the 
St. Paul yards this morning, and Superin- 
tendent Collins said that he had enough crews 
to man half a dozen more if they were needed. 

few of the strikers gathered 

the yards this morning, and 

very quiet and orderly. 

The suburban service of the St. Paul was re- 

sumed this morning, all the trains arriving 

nearly on time, and most ot them manned by 

their own crews. A number of the old pas- 

senger engineers here have, on mature delib- 

eration, decided not to join the strikers and 

still stick to their engines. 

MUST HANDLE ‘‘Q’’ FREIGHT. 

At the meeting between the Michigan Cen- 
tral men and Superintendent Brown, held at 
noon, the men were told that 
they must handle the Burlington train 
sent into the yards. The men demurred and 
were told that they must make up their minds 
todo so by 7 o’clock to-morrow morning. 
They went to their engines and wor 
was resumed, but the ‘‘Q’’ freight was not 
not touched. The sentiment ofthe men was 
that they would yottouch the objectionable 
freight, and they will hold a meeting 
this evening to officially decide on their 
course. Upto2p. m. no Burlingten freight 
had been handled on the Belt Line to- 
day, although a num of Burlington 
cars had been transferred to the Beit tracks 
by the Burlington Company. The Beit 
Company’s employes were reported to be 
maintaining a firm front and had not 
been asked to touch any of the boycotted 
freight. At 2 o'clock ident James B. 
Carson of the Beit Line was on his 
way from the company’s general offices 
to the main yards of the road in the suburbs. 
Whether the deadlock between the vatdmen 
and their employes could be broken or would 
result in a strike no one seemed at all willing 
to predict.

HOW THE EAST IS AFFECTED. 

President Depew of the New York Central 
on the Strike. 

New York, April 2.—The Herald this morn- 


ing prints the following: The Burlington & 


Quincy Railroad strike, with its far-reaching 
ramifications, is assuming such gigantic pro- 
portions that its effect is likely to be felt far 
and wide.

ollowing questions: 

Do you think, Mr. Depew, that the rail- 
road strike will extend to the Eastern roads, 
as is rumored?’’ 

**I see no reason why it should. There are 
no circumstances existing, so far as I am 
1 that would seem to warrant sucha 
step.’ 

There are rumors that the strike will be- 
come general. Have you any information 
— 8 tend to confirm or deny such a 
report?’ 

Woll, no. I have not been in Chicago, and 
have not seen any railroad men since Thurs- 
day. On that day there were some here, and 
they told me they could not understand this 
strike, especially since the recent develop- 
ments.’’ 

It it should become general or extend to 
to the Eastern roads, what, in your opinion, 
would be the effect?’’ 

STAGNATION AND STARVATION. 

It would depend upon its extent, char- 
acter and causes. There are notwo strikes 
alike. Still, some of its effects would be this: 
Coal and food would give out, everybody 
would be out of empioyment, and the work- 
ing-class would be the eatest sufferers. 
Ohloago could be starved to death in that 
way, for it would be shut off from the outside 
world.“ , 

What course would the Eastern roads be 
likely to pursue in such an eventuality?’’ 

That is hard to tell till of the 
strike became known.’’ 

Is there any likelihood of trouble on the 
Eastern roads?“ 

No, none. I have heard of no complaint on 
any of the roads.’’ 

It is reported that the Chicago railroad 
men have decided to order a strike on the 
Lake Shore, Chicago & Alton, Panhandle, 
Fort Wayne and Santa Feroads. Would not

FIRES. 


Destruction of Congressman Phelps’ Costly 
Country House—Town Hall Burned. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatcn. 

TEANECK, N. J., April 2.—The handsome 
residence of Wm. Walter Pheips, at this place, 
was destroyed by fire last night. At a few 
minutes after 6 o’clock a loud report was 
heard from the art gallery at the southwest 
corner ofthe building. Flames at once filled 
the gallery and long tongues of fire shot from 
the windows. The building was lighted with 
gasoline, and it is thought that the explosion 
and fire were caused by a defective gas pipe. 
The servants and farm hands began to remove 
the furniture, much of which was saved. 

By 9 o’clook the entire side of the house was 
burned out and nothing was left but the walls. 
The house was mostly composed of stone, It 
was made up of many buildings, one Pullt 
after another, all adjoining and forming a 
horse-shoe. The blaze could be seen dis- 
tinctly in Paterson, twelve miles away. The 
Hackensack firemen tried to get to the fire, 
but the distance is three miles and the roads 
were very muddy. There was no water, so 
that they could have rendered noservice. The 
loss will de somewhere between $200,000 and 
$200,000. The house stood in the midst of lawns, 
drives and shrubbery in a park of 800 acres,

The walls were covered with the 
volumes of one of the most extensive private 
libraries inthe country. Besides the elegant 
and expensive furniture and bric-a-brac with 
which every room was filed there were 
pictures in great numbers on the walls 
in eve part of the house. The 
broad hall was lined with family portraits, 
among them that of John „ Phelps 
by Huntingdon, a copy of which is in the New 
York Chamber of Commerce, and a portrait of 
Mrs. Phelps’ father, Joseph E. Sheffield. In 
the drawing wasa full length photograph of 
Gen. Garfield, which Mr. Phelps rized 
greatly.

A BEER BOYCOTT. 


Action of the New York Brewery Work- 
ingmen Against the Bosses. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

NEw Tonk, April 2.—The Brewery Working- 
men’s Unions have decided not to strike, but 
instead will inaugurate a war, aided by all the 
other unions, upon the boss brewers, and go 
on working for them all the same—boycott 
their own employers, as it were. This plan, 
itis rather expected, will lead the brewers to 
lock out their employes in the course ofa 


month, if not sooner, or to give in. It was 
arranged yesterday that the brewery working- 
men should enter into secret agreements with 
such brewers as were willing to sign 
secret agreements. The workmen expect 
that in this way they will be able to gain con- 
siderable support from the Brewers’ Associa- 
tion. At many ofthe workingmen’s meetings 
in this city yesterday, committees were sent 
to the proprietors of the meeting halls telling 
them that the unions would have to move if 
the proprietors persisted in keeping non-union 
beer on sale. The Central Labor Union passed 
a resolution promising to help the brewers and 
to send the Arbitration Committee to indi- 
vidual employes and urge them to sign con- 
tracts withthe men. While this matter was 
up before the Central Labor Union 
yesterday, John O'Shea, delegate from 
the Insurance League, got up and 
suggested thatthe workingmen should form 
temperance societies pledging themselves to 
refrain from the use of beer for six months. 

think that the workingmen would compel 
the boss brewers to draw in their horns pretty 
quick,’’ O’Shea added. ‘‘Beerisa thing that 
people can do without if they must. Anyway, 
it is better that we do without beer than that 
the brewery workingmen do without bread.’’ 

Somebody suggested that if the sale of beer 
etopped the brewery workingmen would cer- 
tainly have to do without bread. It was 
decided not to form the anti-beer societ 
right away. At the meeting of the Brewe 
Workingmen in Clarendon Lull vesterday 
nothing was done further than to inftruct the 
workmen that upon no account must they 
leave their places at present.

SENECA SWALM, 


The Slick Swindler’s Brother-in-Law Threat- 
ens to Kill Him.

NEW YORK, April 2.—‘‘Itis probably just as 
well for Seneca Swalm, who was arrested in 
San Francisco while about to skip to New 
York with the $6,000 worth of diamonds which 
Mrs. McDonald, his paramour, had given him 
to keep them out of the possession of her hus- 
band, that he did notreach this city,” said a 
well-known theatrical man yesterday. At 


least one man in this town has sworn to shoot 
Swalm if he ever appears here again. That 
man is the brother of the swindler’s wife. 
There are a dozen other men in New York 
who will make it very warm for swaim if they 
ever get hold of him. He was a few 
years ago one of the most dash- 
ing men about town and he lived 
entirely by his wits. He was a great favorite 
with professionals when Jarrett and Palmer 
were in their palmy days. He was thought to 
be aman of wealth. Fora year or two he was 
the lion of a certain circie of actors and other 
professional people. He spent money freely, 
and when it became known that most of his 
funds were derived from the very people he 
Was hale fellow with, by means of various 
swindling schemes, there was great wailing 
and gnashing of teeth. Oneof his schemes 
was the selling of town lots that were located 
not far from Garden City, Long Island, which 
he represented as being exceedingly valuable, 
but which turned out on investigation to be 
on a tract of salt marsh, half the time under 
water and of no possibie value. Harry Palmer 
invested $20,000 with Swalm in those lots, Paul- 
ine Markham had $5,000 worth, Felix and Lear 
John Vincent paid Swalm $6,000 in cash fora 
number of lots, Morrelli, the restauranteur, is 
$5,000 poorer through Swalm andhis salt marsh. 
©. E. Collins had faith enough in Swalm to 
trust a small fortune in the Long Island prop- 
erty. hese are only a few of the men he 
swindled in that town lotscheme, the estimated 
amount of his plunder being in the neighbor- 
hood of $75,000. 

He was the slickest scoundrel that ever 
operated in this city.

IN AND AROUND Sr. LOUIS. 


Its Origin in the Ohio Crusade—Two Hundred 
and Five Unions in the State—The Most 
Prominent Local Workers—What They 
Have Accomplished—Personal Sketches 
and Pen Pictures.

ganized and made 
the rounds of the saloons. The saloon-keep- 
ers were visited in all sorts of weather by the 
Union and importuned to abandon their busi- 
ness, and when they would turn a deaf ear to 
the supplicants the women would kneel down, 
often in snow and sleet, and seek to accom- 
plish through prayer what. mere eloquence 
could not effect. The result of this organized 
movement was truly wonderful, some of 
the saloon-keepers vowing that they 
could stand anything but ‘‘them prayin’ 
women,’’ and many of the dealers poured out 
their liquors and closed their shops. Thence 
the temperance movement spread throughout 
the State of Ohio, the National Women’s 
Christain Temperance Union being formed at 
Cleveland a few months after. 

St. Louls was perhaps the first city west of 
the Mississippi to come into the fold, the Cen- 
tral Union being organized here in January, 
1880, by Mrs. Eliza Greenwood of Brooklyn, 
N. 1. Mrs. H. HI. Wagoner was chosen 
President and weekly meetings were 
bela in the old Y. M. C. A. building, 
then the Union Methodist Church, at Eleventh 
and Locust streets. The first practical work 
accemplished by the Union wasthat at the 
Sanitarium, on Cass avenue, in charge of Rev. 
Dr. Widney, D. D. Here patients suffering 
from alcoholism were treated, and hither was 
brought by the ladies the son of a minister, a 
hardened victim to drink. He was cured, and 
isnow alive and prosperous, assisting the 
Union whenever called upon to 
do Other victims of intemper- 
ance were also sought out and 
cured at the Sanitarium, among them 
an old German, who later removed to Illinois 
and led a most exemplary life. Weekly meet- 
ings were also held at the Bethel and the work 
of reform vigorously pushed. Five years ago 
the State organization was formedand Mrs. 
M. M. Clardy chosen President at the first 
convention, held in Kansas City in June, 1883. 
Mrs. Clardy was later succeeded by Mrs. Clara 
Hoffman of Kansas City, who is still State 
President.

IN Sr. LOUIS. 

Meantime the organizationin St. Louls has 
grown and flourished untilthe district com- 
prised by this city numbers abouta dozen 
unions. Mrs. C. M. Adams is President of the 
Central; Mrs. Killian ofthe West End; Mrs. 
L. R. Woods of Carondelet; Miss A. Brock- 
stedt of Hoffman; Mrs. Robert Hill of Robert 
Y’s; Mrs. Alice B. Hunnof Benton; Mrs. M. 
J. McLean of Harper (colored); Mrs. G. Mu. 
Bellis of Hyde Park; Mrs. W. F. Brown of St. 
Louis (colored); Miss Belle Devlin of the St. 
Louis 's, in addition to which is the 
North Presbyterian, recently organized. 
There are now about two hundred and 
fifty unions in the State, with a 
membership of nearly 3,200, the local branches 
claiming about four hundred members, of 


whichthe largest and oldest is the Central 
Union. Thie last-named has done much good 
work, assisting in establishing the office of 
Police Matron at the Four Courts, filled by 
Mrs. Louisa Harris, an active member of Cen- 
tral W. : J This Union also 
defrays in part the cost support- 
ing the office. It has also established 
asewing school at the Presbyterian Church 
at Randolph and Twenty-first streets, where the 
poor children of the neighborhood assemble 
each Saturday afternoon and learn to sew, the 
simple garments on which 8 work being 
glwen them when completed. hey are also 
taught the beauties of temperance. Central 
Union has been very active in the distribution 
of temperance literature among working 
people, and in addition conducted up to last 
year at the First Presbyterian Church a tem- 

erance class in physiology and hygiene 
or children. The two most — 
reforms accomplished by the local Unions was 
the securing ofa State appropriation forthe 
establishment of areformatory for girls, this 
being largely due to the efforts of Mrs. Vinci, 
and the discontinuing ofthe use of fermented 
wine at the communion service in many of the 
churches. The St. Louis Unions also suc- 
ceeded two yearsago in having introduced 
in the public schools the study of physi- 
ology and hygiene in their application 
totemperance. Astothe * cific work being 
constantly pursued by the W. C. T. U. ladies, 
it is embraced under various heads, these 
being evangelistic, parlor and drawing-room 
meetings, jail and prison work, scientific tem- 
perance instructions, legal and legislative 
work, foreign work, literature, health, social 
purity, anti-tobacco work, fair work, sewing 
school and juvenile work, Sabbath observance, 
unfermented wine, work among colored peopie 
advocacy of woman suffrage and work among 
soldiers. The members of St. Louis unions 
participate more or lessinall this work, and 
their industry and perseverance involves an 
amount of self-abnegation that does not al- 
ways meet with the appreciation due it. 

MRS. ANNA SNEED CaIRNS. 

One ofthe most prominent workers of St. 
Louis, having the interests of the W. C. T. U. 
at heart, Is Mrs. Anna Sneed Cairns, whose 
tireless perseverance knows no limit. Ofi- 
cially, she is Vice-President of Central Union, 
having held the presidency last year, in addt- 
tion to which she is State and Local Super- 
intendent of iegislative work. For this 
last duty Mrs. Cairns is pecu- 
liarly fitted and is always to be 
found hard at work whenever a bill conducive 
vo the interests of temperance can be cham- 
pioned before the legislators. It was she who 
during the two years immediately preceding 
the session of the Missouri Legislature in 
1866-67 led the campaign for submission, and 
though the amendment failed to be submitted, 
it was largely through her influence and that 
of the W. C. T. U. that the compromise of the 
Wood local option law was brought about. 
Mrs. Cairns has nevertheless found time to 
build up the gen oa of the seminary at 
Kirkwood, of which she is principal 
and where she _ resides. Durin the 
intense heat of last summer, instead of taking 
a much-needed rest she spent three weeks in 
Texas when the big State was in the throes of 
the contest between ‘‘Wets’’ and ‘‘Drys.’’ 
Mrs. Cairns stands foremost among the active 
temperance workers of the State and isan in- 
teresting speaker from public platforms, her 
addresses being a feature of the local-optlon 
cainpaign recently inaugurated. 

MISS HELEN M. MASON, 

Local option cannot be mentioned without 
bringing to mind the name of Miss Helen M. 
Mason, who is perhaps more actively engaged 
at the present than any other mem- 
ber of the W. C. T. U. in St. Louis.

Local option inthis city from being vaguely 
rumored has become an important movement 
and one in which thousands of citizens are 
concerned. The industry of its advocates and 
the participation in the struggle of prominent 
St. uisaps has placed the campaign above 
the derision of opponents, as the meetings 
held atthe Real Estate Exchange and else- 
where will attest. It was Miss Mason who, in 
July last, began urging through the press the 
necessity of local option in large cities, later 
directing her efforta more particularly 
to St. Louis. Between July and 
November last she was indeed 
P the only local agitator of the ques- 
tion, and itis largely due to her efforts that 
sufficient interest bas been awakened among 
the clergy and the laity to put the campaign 
fairly in motion. iss Mason was acting 
Secretary of the Missour! Prohibition Society 
from December, 1886, to December, 1887, since 
when she has filled alike position for the 
Local Option Committee at its headquarters at 
619 Chestnut street. Her heart is thoroughly 
in her work, as any one may see by visiting 
the rooms where she is so industriously at 
work. She has been interested in the 
temperance movement all her life, and has 
been actively engaged with the W. C. T. U. 
kor three and one-half years. A member of 
Carondelet Union, she has held various of- 
ficial positions in connection with this branch 
and almost all the departmental work, bestow- 
ing especial attention on the juvenile and tem- 
perance labors of the union, of which her sis- 
ter, 
MRS. L. R. WOODS, 

is president. Both sisters inherit their inter- 


est in temperance work, having among their 


earliest recollections that of their parents’ ac- 
tive efforts in disseminating the principles of 
total abstinence and prohibition, and this in- 
heritance is shared by the entire family of 
brothers and sisters, every one of whom Is 
actively interested in the same cause. Miss 
Mason has recently been appointed to repre- 
sent the District W. O. T. U. in the attempt to 
awaken an interest in the establishing of 
public drinking fountains in various parts of 
the city. 

MRS. H. H. WAGONER 
is one of the original members of the W. OC. T. 
U. in this city. For three years she was Presi- 
dent of Central Union from the time of its 
inception, when she was succeeded by 
Mrs. Gov. T. U. Fletcher. She is now Vice- 
President of the Central and Treasurer of the 
State Union, having held the latter position 
since the organization of the State body five 
years ago. Mrs. Wagoner is very active and 
earnest, and her interest never flags. 

MRS. L. R. WOODS, 
President of Carondelet Union, has per- 
formed much good work, notably the estab- 
lishment of the temperance school at Tem- 
perance Hall, at Minnesota and Robert 
avenues. She has been most industrious in 
the dissemination of literature, and is Chair- 
man ofthe W. C. T. U. Committee, which is 
arranging a series of local option meetings at 
anumbder of St. Louis churches. 

MRS. BELLE P. ROBERT 

isthe District President, this district bein 
made up as already stated, of the loca 
Unions. She was identified for several years 
with the Central, of which she was at one time 
Secretary, and has aiso been State Superin- 
tendent of parlor and drawing-room work. 
Mrs. Robert is most industrious and has 
gained renown through the graceful manner 
in which she is wont to preside at meetings. 

MRS. F. H. INGALLS, 
Treasurer of the Central, was early identified 
with the W. C. T. U., and has for two years 
been National and State Superintendent of 
anti-tobacco work. Mrs. Ingalis is very ac- 
tive and industrious and has been the leading 
spirit when boat excursions and dinners have 
been given in the interest of the W. C. T. U. 

OTHER WORKERS. 

Indeed, the names of the ladies in St. Louls 
actively engaged in the cause of temperance 
would fill columns, but there is not space to 
more than refer to such indefatigable workers 
as Mrs. Minor Meriwether, whose labors are 
chiefly directed to writing for the press; Mrs. 
Lucy A. Allis, until recently President of the 
West End Union, with which she has long 
been identified; Mrs. C. M. Adams, a faitnful 
worker who has been President of Central 
Union for a year; Mrs. J. H. Irwin, Secretary 
ofthe Central; Mrs. E. P. Johnson of the 
Central; Mrs. W. W. Culver, the active Su- 
perintendent of the Y’s; Mrs. Jas. E. Love of 
Central Union, District Superintendent of 
Scientific Temperance Instruction in public

SERVED HIM RIGHT. 


A Young Negro Soundly Thrashed for Slan- 
dering Another Man’s Wife. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

RALEIGH, N. O., April 2.—The Supreme Court 
is in session here and a case has just been de- 
veloped that resembles in some respect that of 
the now infamous Ku Klux. It appears that a 
young white man of the name of Blanchard, 


who lives in the southern part of this county, 
became enranged at John Rains, a young 
negro, because Blanchard had bee told that 
the negro had been spreading reports that 
Blanchard had caused the wife of Rains 
to leave ber husband. Smarting under 
this indignity, Blanchard took another 
young white man with him of the 
name of Woods, tothe place where Rains was 
at work, and told Rains that he must go be- 
forea magistrate and settle the matter by 
signing what they call inthe 2 Mon lie 
bill.’’ This Rains refused to do, alleging that 
he had only stated what his wife had said, 
and that he did not believe what she said. 

Blanchard told him that he had lied and 
that he had proved it on him. Rains then re- 
fused to go any further, and Blanchard and 
Woods got out of the buggy and tied the hands 
of Rains behind him. Then Blanchard took 
his buggy whip and thrashed Rains from his 
head to his heels, giving him about 250 lashes. 
No permanent injury was inflicted, but Rains 
was not able to work for two weeks. His 
body was a perfect net-work of cuts, bruises 
and scars. 

Rains was living with a white man of the 
name of Utley, and he was so indignant that 
his servant should be enticed from bis resi- 
dence and maltreated in this way, that he 
came to Raleigh and swore out a warrant and 
had Blanchard and Woods arrested and bound 
over to the presentterm of the Superior Court. 
They were tried Saturday and found guilty, 
and were fined each 35 and the costs. Rains 
has now broughta civil suit against Blanchard 
and Woods, and claims $%,000 damages. This 
suit will be tried during this month. The 
swiftness with which these men were tried 
and punished is the best evidence of the 
peaceful condition of the South and shows 
that the negro is not without protectors and 
avengers in the judicial offices of this State.

DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


A JUBOR WHO INVITED A LITIGANT TO 
DINE WITH HIM. 


Judge Lubke Comments Upon Thoughtless 
Acts of Jurors in the Circuit Court—A 
Big Batch of Decisions by Judge Val- 
liant To-Day—The Belcher Case Dis- 
missed — Disallowance of the O’Brien 
Claim—A Married Woman’s Liability 
Defined—Legal Examination. 


Judge Lubke to-day disposed of an interest- 
ing motion entered for new trial in the case of 
William C. Farrar, trustee, vs. Levison & 
Blythe Stationery Company. Section 25 of the 
jury law provides that no exception to a juror 
on accountof his citizenship, non-residence, 
State or age or other legal disability shall be 
allowed afterthe jury is sworn. This pre- 
cludes the granting of a new trial to the 
defendant on the ground that one ofthe jurors 
was found to be an acquaintance of the plain- 
tiff trustee, who is really only a nominal party, 
It may be that the discovery by the juror of 
the fact that the plaintiff was only a nominal 
party, led him to suppose that there was no 
harm in extending an invitation to the plain- 
tiffto go outand dine with him during the 
recess. It does not appear, however, 
that the plaintiff accepted the invitation, 
which reflects credit upon him. 

No matter how careful the Court may be in 
cautioning jurors when they are allowed to 
separate for lunch or for the night some 
thoughtiess and imprudent men, says the 
court, will talk with the parties and witnesses 
and expose themselves to criticism, although 


the conversation 9 have no reference 
whatever to the case. Ifthe successful party 
to the case has had nothing to do with this 
misconduct ofthe juror, and no real harm 
has been done, the party who has won the 
cause ought not to be punished for the 
thoughtlessness of the juror. The motion for 
a new trial is overruled. 


The Belcher Case Dismissed. 


Judge Valliant to-day rendered a decision 
dismissing the case of Foster against the 
Belcher Sugar Refining Company. The Court 
says: In the trial of this cause there was a 
very full investigation into all the operations 
and transactions of the directors concerning 
the affairs of the Belcher Sugar Refining Com- 
pany. Upon acareful study of the evidence 
and the briefs of counsel I have not found any- 
thing to substantiate the charges of fraud or 


unfairness which the plaintiff has alleged 
against the individualdefendants. The plain- 
tiff’s bill should be dismissed, and it is so 
ordered.’’ 


A Married Woman’s Liability. 


Judge Valliant to-day rendered an interest- 
ing decision in the case of the Northwestern 
Savings Bank vs. I. J. Quinn and wife. By 
the common law a married woman could 


make no contract for which she could inany 
manner be held responsible. Equity juris- 
prudence created a separate estate for her, 
and empowered her not indeed to make 
a contract that would be obligatory 
on herself, but to do an act 
that would impose a charge on her separate 
estate. Although among other lamentable 
signs of the times,’’ says the Court, ‘‘affect- 
ing the stability of the marital relations the 
tendency of the lawmakers and the law ex- 
pounders is to weaken the common law rule 
and expand the equitable doctrine, yet I ap- 
prehend that those principles have not yet 
been entirely destroyed. This suit seeks 
to charge the separate property of 
Mrs. Quinn with the debt of a firm alleged to 
be composed ot her husband and herself. The 
petition does not allege thatshe signed the 
note herself, orthat she participated person- 
ally in its execution, which might make a con- 
siderable difference. The conclusion is that 
it was executed by the husband, not as either 
the special agent of his wife for that act or as 
her general agent as an individual, but by vir- 
tue of that pecullar agency which arises as an 
implication of law out ofavalid contract of 
co-partnership. In my judgment a married 
woman cannot be so bound. The demurrer to 
the amended petition is sustained.’’ 


The O’Brien Claim Disallowed. 


Judge Valliant to-day disallowed the claim 
entered in the suit of Donovan vs. Conroy in 
the matter of the petition of Mrs. O’Brien. 
The exceptions to the referee’s report are sus- 
tained, the findings of the referee set aside 
and claim disallowed. The firm of Donovan 
& Conroy were employed by Mrs. 
O’Brien to collect her claim 
against the Central Savings Bank in 
1880 and the firm was dissolved in December 
1882. In April 1883, Mr. Conroy compromised 
the claim. Mr. Conroy was not the partner of 
Mr. Donovan when the settlement was made. 
The Court holds that Mrs. O’Brien has no 
claim against Mr. Donovan or the firm of 
Donovan & Coaroy.

A CONSIDERATE CLERGYMAN, 


Rev. Dr. Paxon Quarantines Himself on 
Account of Scarlet Fever in His Family. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPatTcu. 

NEW YorK, April 2.—Rev. Dr. John I. 
Paxon of the West Presbyterian Church in 
Forty-second street told his congregation 
yesterday morning at the conclusion of Easter 
service that there was scarlet fever in his 
family and that he would have to quarantine 
himself for some time. He begged the mem- 
bers of his church not to come to his house. 


He would preach as usual, but would avoid 
meeting the church members personally. At 
both morning and evening services yesterday 
Dr. Paxon entered the robing room of his 
church alone, puton his gown and sat alone 
in the pulpit, and left the church at the end of 
the services without coming near anybody.

DESTROYED BY FIRE. 


The Office Building at Quarantine Station 
Burned Down Last Night, 


The office building at Qnarantine Station, 
Jefferson County, was destroyed by fire at 11 
o’clock last night. This morning Superin- 
tendent O’Madigan notified Health Commis- 
sioner Dudley of the fact and In that connec- 
tion asked that the requisition ofthe Bth ult. 
for supplies for the present month 
be duplicated, as the contents ot’ 


the store-room were consumed. The 
building, which was located at the entrance 
to the Quarantine Hospital grounds, wasa 
two-story brick structure, and was used as an. 
office, store-room, clothes-room, aud quar- 
ters for physicians and attendants. The fire 
was first discovered about 11 o’clock. It had 
—— in either the clothes or store- room, 
and soon enveloped the entire building. The 
house is insured for $6,000, ‘whic will 
fully cover the loss. How the fire orig- 
inated is not known. The absence of 
any information on this point has 
left room for the theory that the building was 
fired by some of the people in the vicinity. 
Quarantine was first established under the 
marine laws and Intended as a place for exam- 
ining boats coming up the river. In 1840 it 
was used for detaining and fumigating boats 
bringing cholera patients North and later for 
2 yellow fever patients, The rest 

ents of Jefferson County, whose property in 
the immediat icinity of the Hospital has 
depreciated cOhsiderably in value, have 
long desired to be rid of the pest-house. For 
a long time it was closed, as there was no con- 
tagion in the city, but it has recently been re- 
opened for the admission of half a dozen 
sinail-pox patients and aleper. No facts,save 
the well. known * — of the people to 
the location of the hospital there, have been 
brought to light to justify the suspicion that it 
was set on fire by an incendiary.

THE CRY OF CITIZENS CONCERNING THE 
GENERAL STREET-SPRINELING. 


‘award of the Contracts By the Board of 
Pablic Improvements Te-Morrow—Ap- 
plications for the Free Use 6f Water— 
Regulating Street-Railway Franchises— 
The City Hall Commission—Reorganiza- 
tion of the House of Delegates—Munici- 
pal Matters. 


To-day a delegation of merchants from the 
vicinity of French Market, on South Broad- 
way, waited on the Assessor and Collector of 
Water Rates witha request that they be fur- 
nished water free and allowed to contract 
with street-sprinkling contractors until the 
work is begun under the new ordinance. On 
March 23 a resolution reading as follows was 


opted in the House of Delegates: 
ov ereas, The sprinkling ordinance is not in 
force yot, and the city not sprinkied; there- 


fore be it 
j louse of Delegates, the 
Resolved by the Ho Irn 


concurring therein, 

— of Water Rates be instructed to furnish 
water free of charge, so a8 to enable the street 
sprinkling companies to have the streets 
sprinkied until the street sprinkling contracts 


are let. 
At the same time an ordinance providing for 


asupply of water free of charge for private 
sprinkling was pending Iu the Council, but, 
both measures failed. Assessor Temple stated 
to-day to the citizens’ delegation, which 
waited on him, that in the absence of any au- 
thorization he could not give permission to 
use water free of charge. The sprinklers will 
be obliged to pay the regular rate of 8 cents 
per 100 gallons. 

To-morrow the Board of Public Improve- 
ments will meet at noon to open the bids for 
street sprinkling. They will bereferred toa 
committee of which the Street Commissioner 
will be chairman. It will possibly require 
to canvass the bids, 


two or three days 

though an effort will be made to re- 
port back to the Board on Wednes- 
day, when the awards will be made. 


Three days will be given the contractors to 
perfect their bonds. Usually it is necessary 
to extend thistime. The contracts and bonds 
will then be forwarded to the Council for 
approval. As that body will adjourn to- 
morrow evening, it will be necessary to cella 
special session, otherwise the contracts will 
not be approved until the opening of the next 
session,on the 24th inst, and general sprinkling 
will not be begun before the lst prox. As the 
hardship imposed on the municipal legislators 
a special session is not very grievous the 
ayor will probably exvedite the business by 
calling aspecial session of the Assembly for 
the 10th or 12th inst., so that the work can be 
begun on the loth. 


Regulating Franchises. 


City Counselor Bell and Street Commis 
sioner Turner will begin work In a few days on 
an ordinance to regulate the grant of street 
raliroad franchises. At present the Assembly 


is guided by no rule of any kind. One applicant 
is given a franchise without any return what- 
ever while another is compelled to make a big 
annual contribution to the City Treasury. 
The latitude wen in this matter has 
not been conducive to good results in recent 
legisiation. Among the street raijroad compa- 
nies the luck before the Assembly has been 
varied. ‘lhe Citizcens’ Company now pays 
$10,000 per annum, while some of the other 
companies do not pay anything at all. It is 
yroposed that an advance be enacted making 
t obligatory for all lines asking for franchises 
to include a condition making the applicants 


pay to the city a certain percentage 
n earnings, orin some such way to fix the 
onsiderations equally for all companies ap- 


lying for billsinthe future. It is also pro- 

— — that all bills shall include clauses regu- 
ating the operation of street railroads, re- 
pairs of roadways, etc. The Legislative Com- 
mittee of the Council approves of the pro- 
posed ordinance. 


The City Hall Commission. 


Delegate Samuel Hays, who introduced the 
resolution appointing a commission to decide 
upon a City Hall site, called at the municipal 
headquarters to-day to ascertain what action 


had beentaken. Tbe commission will meet 
during the present week. According to the 
resolution areport will be made at the begin- 
ning of the next session of the Assembly, 
The commission will probably present tothe 
Assembly a statement as to advantages of and 
objections to the various sites suggested. It 
is proposed tooccupy the Court- house square, 
but this plan will necessitate the removal of 
the present structure which serves the pur- 
pose for which it was erected very well, and 
will increase the cost of the proposed new hall 
fully $1,000,000 to make room for the various 
offiices now located in the Court-house. 


The Heuse Reorganization. 


During the recent meetings of the House of 
Delegates, at which there was not much busi- 
ness to be transacted, the members have 
compared notes on the organization for the 


next session. Even the Republicans are 
agreed to support Speaker Bannerman. The 
only candidate mentioned against him is 
emporary Speaker Monahan, but he will 
probably withdraw in favor of the present 
Speaker. The committeemen are now arrang- 
ing to bold their places, some of which might 
be lost in a general reorganization. No change

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A PASTOR PICKED. 


THE SECOND BAPTIST CHURCH FORMALLY 
CALLS REV. A. C. DIXON. 


An Interesting Meeting at Which the Pro- 
spective Shepherd Was Lauded—Sketch 
of Dr. Boyd’s Probable Succtssor—A 
Striking Figure Personally and Profes- 
sionally — The Baltimore Preacher to 
Visit St. Louis Next Week—Rev. J. F. 
Corrington Changed From Trinity 
Church—Rev. G. M. Sanborne Prays 
Against ‘‘Religious Dissipation”—A Cu- 
rious Charge Against Down Town 
Churches—A Kentucky City That Is Dry 
—To-Day’s Ministers’ Meetings. 


The Second Baptist Church has formally 
called Rey. A. C. Dixon. The first announce- 
ment in Thursday's Post- DISPATCH of the 
probability of such action being taken was 
followed by the final steps yesterday. Rev. 
pr. A. A. Kenrick of Shurtleff College preached 
morning and evening for the church yester- 
day. After he had proneunced the benedic- 
tion at fhe conclusion of the morning 
service the members of the church 
without leaving the auditorium held a meet- 
ing to consider the report of the Committee 
on Selection of Pastor. This committee ts 
composed of Nathan Cole, Chairman, Oo.

Barstow, M. C. Teasdale, F. H. Ludington, 
Judge Phillips, A. M. Averill, George T. Cram, 
T. H. West and J. D. Bascom. 

When the members were left alone, the other 
portion of the congregation having gone, 
Mr. George T. Cram was chosen chairman 
of the meeting. Hon. Nathan Cole, chairman 
of the committee, then read the report of the 
committee regarding Rev. A. C. Dixon of Bal- 
timore, Md. A sub-committee, consisting of 
Messrs. F. H. Ludington, Thomas H. West, 
and J. D. Bascom, had gone to Baltimore to 
hear Mr. Dixon, and their favorable report on 
him had been presented to and accepted 
by the committee. Mr. Cole placed the de- 
cision of the committee in favor of calling Mr. 
Dixon before the meeting in the shape of the 
following resolution:

INSPECTING THE THEATERBS. 


Bullding Commissioner Furlong and Chief 
Lindsay Make an Examination Tour. 


Building Commissioner Furlong, accompa- 
nied by Chief Lindsay of the Fire Department 
and Draughtsman Rennick, began a tour 
of the theaters this morning, the 
first inspectiyn made since the 
commissioner w appointed, They started 
with the OlympiG,@@xt exploring the Grand 
Opera-house from basement to flies, and ex- 


amining the dusty region of the dome. The 
St. Louis theaters are for the most part 
well constructed and 1 — with sufficient 
means of exit in case of fire, but there area 
number of improvements which might be 
made to advantage, and the lack of which did 
not escape the scrutiny of the inspectore. 
At the Olympic, for example, the stairway 
leading from the gallery is crooked and winda- 
ing, and it is recommended that this be 
straightened in order to give the 
gods a chance of escape in the 
event of afire. It is also recommended that 
an opening connecting with the area-way 
leading to the manager's office be made under 
the east side of the stage. The Olympic 
Theater and St. James Hotel are, to a certain 
extent, one building, and it is thought that the 
wooden doors and sills of the entrances con- 
necting the structures should be 2 by 
fire-proof material. Fronting on Broadway 
on the upper floor of the theater are numer- 
ous rooms occupied by guests of the hotel, 
there no fire-escape on this 
side, Furlong will suggest 
the propriety of converting a few of these 
rooms on each floor into halls, on which shal 
abutt a fire escape. The inspectors also dis- 
covered, betore leaving the Olympic, that 
there was no connection with the stand-pipes 
below the stage, and that above the 
first floor they were but an inch and a halt in 
diameter. A city ordinance requires that the 
pipes shall be made available on each floor, 
and that two men be constantly stationed at 
each of the ones on the stage during theatri- 


cal performances.

NO TROUBLE, 

EMPLOYES AND EMPLOYERS IN BUILDING 
TBADES SATISFIED. 


The Present Building Season Promises to 
Eclipse All Previous Years—Rumors of 
Strikes Found to be Without Feunda- 
tion—Advances of Wages Given Stone- 
masons and Bricklayers To-Day—Inter- 
views With Builders—A Bright Outlook, 


Fortunately for St. Louis the building season 
opens to-day with no prospect of trouble be- 
tween employers or employed in the building 
trades. Although some building was done in 
every month of the past winter and although 
there has been scarcely any interruption 
in construction since the middle of 
January, the season is never formally begun 
until April 1. There have been rumors of 
trouble without number, but on tracing these 
down to their beginning it was found that the 
prospective trouble was mythical. There isa 
great deal of building already under way, and 
much more will be begun in afew days. Much 
also is to be begun as soon as architects can 
get the plans off their boards. Strikes 
only would prevent 1888 from being the 
greatest building year the city has ever seen. 
There are holes enough dug about town now 
to put $10,000,000 worth of building material 
into. Labor is apparently satisfied with wages 
paid in all building branches, and the present 
rates will remain undisturbed throughout the 
season. It was rumored this morning that

had resolved to strike if their demand for an 
increase of wages was not acceded to. They 
were paid 45 cents an hour last year, and sev- 
eral months ago notified the bosses that they 
wanted 50cents. The demand was received

THE BANGS SISTERS. 


A Pair of Handsome Spiritualistie Frauds 
Arrested in Chicago. 


OnrcaGco, II., April 2.—T wo mediums known 
@s the Bangs sisters, whose materialistic 
peances have been commented on a good deal 

ly, were arrested last night and locked up, 
Sharged with conducting an entertainment 
‘without a license and obtaining money under 
false pretence. The women, who are young 
and good-looking, claim to have been in the 


medium business since they were small cbil- 
Gren. Recently they were brought promi- 
mently before public notice, through the 
freaks of Henry Jestram, a wealthy 
grapher of this city. Jestram was 
old-time friend of August Spies, the An- 
archist, and since the latter’s execution 
claimed on several occasions to have received 
Spirit communication from him through the 
edium of the Bangs sisters, at whose seances 
he was a regular attendant. His mind finally 
ame affected by constant brooding over 
the ‘‘spirit manifestations’’ and a week ago 
t was found necessary to place him in the 
etentional Hospital forthe Insane. It ap- 
ars that D. F. Trefany of Englewood, who 
a splritualist, inade complaint to 
the police three weeks ago that the 
Bangs sisters’ seanccs were frauds, and a 
detective was detailed to attend them regu- 
Jarly and at the first good chance expose and 
arrest them, warrants having been sworn out 
on the charges named above. The cage of 
Jestram served to hasten the exposure. Last 
night the detective, accompanied by a brother 
officer and the complainant, Trefany, were on 
hand at the opening ofthe seance. After the 
usual introductory and the examination of the 
cabinet by two regular attendants, the lights 
were turned very low, several figures purport- 
— to be spirits made their appearance one 
atter another and communicated with the 
audience. Finally there appeared the spirit of 
a Russian Princess clad in royal robes. The 
Bignal was given and Trefany sprang forward 
and seized the spook by the arms. The two 
etectives rushed to his aid and some one else 
itthe gas. The spook made a furious resis- 
tance, striking out rightand left and tried to 
throw off its shroud and wis. 
‘*‘T have a warrant for you, May Bangs, 
aid Detective Tyrell, and just then a light 
ask she wore fell off, disclosing her weil- 
own features. A roll of something con- 
aled under her shroud fell to the floor, and 
6. Bangs, mother of the sisters, seized it 
nd ran. Tyrell pursued her and caught 
er hiding it behind a window curtain. It 
was a roll of batting, used probably to 
make wigs and beards In the cabinet. So 
threatening did the sisters aud several male 
attendants of the seance become that the offi- 
ers were compelled to draw thoir revolvers 
to clear the room, Subsequently a search re- 
vealed a satchel filled with white muslin 
Bhrouds and the like, three sets of whiskers of 
different hues, five wigs, mustaches and a 
reat variety of material such as is used by 
etors. They also found that in the cubinet 
Wasa curtain that ran up the center of it, 
making two compartments, and also a side 
entrance which admitted the spirit operator 
behind the curtain, where, by the way, all 
changes of costume were made. The cabinet, 
satchel and the sisters were then loaded in a 
atrol wagon aud taken to the station and 
cked up.
